Two Justices File 
Dissenting Opinions 
In Contempt Case 


WASHINGTON, 
March 27— UP) 


—The supreme court today upheld 
the 
contempt-of-Congress , convic- 


tion of Eugene Dennis, general sec- 
retary of the American Communist 
Party. 


Dennis appealed to the high tri- 
bunal with the contention that a 
Communist official could not get 
a fair trial before a jury which 
Included government 
employes. 


Seven federal workers were on 
the jury which convicted Dennis. 
Justice Minton delivered today's 


6-2 decision. 


Justices Black and Frankfurter 
wrote dissenting opinions'. Justices 
Clark and Douglas took no part 
On the majority side with Minton 
were Chief Justice Vinson and Jus- 
tices Jackson, Reed, Burton. 
The contempt of Congress con- 
viction was based on a charge thai 
Dennis wilfully disobeyed a sub- 
poena to appear before the House 
Un-American Activities Committee 
on April 9, 1947. 
The trial was held in U. S. Dis- 
trict court here. Dennis was sen- 
tenced to a year In prison and fined 
$1,000. 
The case is separate from the 
1049 .New York trial at which 
Dennis and ten other Commun- 
ist party leaders were .convicted 
of conspiracy to advocate aver- 
throw of the government. On the 
conspiracy charge Dennis and 
most of the others were sentenc- 
ed to five years in prison 
and 
$10,000 fines. He had been free in 
$30,000 hail pending an appeal 
from that conyieigcn. ;>;»,?

coast tidelands. 
The government wants the hig! 


tribunal to declare that the Unite 
States owns the submerged land 
outrgiht, or that it has full powe 
and dominion over them. 
Goal of the litigation os govern- 
ment possession of unestimated 
millions of dollarh worth of oil 
and, of course, any other valu- 
able minerals that might turn up 
later on the ciasts of the two 
states. 
Th%justice department, pressin 
the government's claim, says ht 
principles announced in the Su 
.preme Court's decision in a simila 
suit against California govern th 
new suits against Texas and Louis 
iana. 
On June 23, 1947 the court decid 
ed that because of the margina 
sea's close relationship to the fed 
eral functions o fnational defens 
and the conduct of foreign affairs 
the United States has paramoun 
rights in, and full dominion 
an 
power over the 
California tide 


lands. 
Unlike most litigation handle' 
by the .justices, the suits agains 
Texas and Louisiana were not filei 
in lower courts and later taken ti 
the Supreme Court of Appeals. Thi 
actions were filed directly with the 
high trbiunal by. the government. 
Texas argues that It has special 
reasons for treatment different 
from that California got. Texas 
says terms of the 
annexation 
agreement, between : the United 
States and Texas bar the govern- 
ment's claims. 
\ Further, Texas •.xtftfcols^ thea^ov- 
crnment's claim of 
paramount 
rights, "except those same para- 
mount government rights which, 
under the Constitution, the Uni- 
ted States possesses over priva- 
tely owned lands and over lands 
beneath all other navigable wa- 
ters within the United States." 
Louisiana takes the same posi 
tion on the issue 
of 
paramoun 
rights, and emphasizes that such 
rights do not mean possession o 
title.

mentioned, however.

er and his brother David, 0, to the 
winter quarters of the Rlngllng 
Bros., Bnrnum and Bailey Circus 
for a last look at the animals be- 
fore the Big Top moved on it 
New York for Its 1959 opening 
April 6. 


The two youngsters were tossing 


peanuts to the chained elephants 
when one of the gentlest, 27-year- 
old Dolly, made the fatal dart with 
her trunk. 


J. D. Brown, a circus watchman, 


was attracted by screams. Dully 
made no attempt to harm him as 
ne made her move her ponderous 
hoof from the child's body. 


Arthur Concello, general manag- 


er of the circus, said he was told 
the boy ducked under the guard 
rope to pick up some peanuts he 
had dropped. Apparpr.tly the ele- 
phant became excited "like a dog 
when someone takes a bone away 
from it," he speculated.

anti-strike treaty between 329 build- 
ing contractors in

past. 


In announcing the pact, Joe J. 
Brady, executive secretary of

Construction Employers' Council, 
said the agreement was unprece- 
dented in the nation. The treaty 
was drafted after four major con- 
struction, strikes 'plagued Houston 
last year. 


Brady said three-fourths of the 
unlrns would have to approve be- 
fore a strike affecting any of the 
groups could be called. 
Terms of the treaty, as released 
by Brady and Charles E. Jones 
executive secretary of the Trades 
Council, include: 


No union may ask for an adjust- 
ment of wages unless two-thirds of 
the unions approve. 


Wage adjustments can be asked 


anly on June 30 this year, with ar- 
Dritration mandatory if no agree- 
ments are reached—which assures 
no work stoppage this year. 
Refusals 
to arbitrate In other 
cases must be approved by three- 
fourths of the unions or three- 
fourths of the building contrac- 
tors.

Weather Scramble 
Sends Snow After 
West Texas Busier

Heavy snow fell this morning at 
Pampa, in the Panhandle, in the 
wake of blinding dust storms which 
swept across the 
Great 
Plains 
states to the Gulf Sunday. 


Rain, hail and extremes of heat 


and cold in the state were other 
products of a violent weather dis- 
turbance caused by a deep low 
pressure area centered in .South 
Dakota. Eight deaths—three in 
Texas, four in Kansas and one In 
Nebraska—were caused by traf- 
fic accidents blamed on the blind- 
ing dust. 
Skies generally were clear over 
Texas this morning, except for high 
scattered clouds in the west. Winds 
which died down overnight were 
rising again and the weather bu- 
reau at Dallas said dust probably 
was in prospect again this after- 
noon. 


The weather bureau said 
the 
snowfall at Pampa was local and 
not an extension of the Nebraska 
blizzard, which moved eastward. 
A 8:30 a. m., light rain was fall- 
ing at Clarendon, to the southeast 
of Pampa. 


In addition to the deaths, 26 


persons were injured in 
Texas 
yesterday in accidents blamed on 
the dust. 


Heavy hail fell early this morn- 


ing between Dallas and Fort 
worth. 
Other extremes in weather ac- 


companied the unsettleS conditions 
yesterday. 
Temperatures 
ranged 


from a torrid high of 106 degrees 
at Cotulla Sunday to a sub-freezing 
27 this morning at Dalhart, in the 
upper Texas Panhandle.

derstorms cleared the air in parts 
of East Texas. Soil soaking rains 
of 1.68 inches at Texarkana, 1.42 
at Palestine and .24 inch at Luflcin 
were the heaviest falls reported.

Mrs. Roosevelt banged the gav- 
el repeatedly and said angrily: 


"We are now proceeding to the 


election of officers.

listening to any more propaganda 
speeches." 


Tsarapkin was permitted to fin- 


ish his speech, however, after de- 
claring it was not propaganda. 
Mrs. Roosevelt was re-elected to 


her fifth term as chairman by ac- 
clamation. P. C. Chang, delegate 
of Nationalist China, was elected 
first vice chairman. 
The Soviet delegate made his at- 


tack on Mrs. Roosevelt and the 
United States after the 8-nation 
commission upheld her ruling that 
a Soviet resolution to oust the 
Chinese Nationalist delegation was 
out of order.

WASHINGTON, March 27—</P)— 


An atomic attack tomorrow would 
catch us with a civil defense pro- 
'ram that just isn't ready, to han- 
dle terrific damage, chaos and cas- 
ualties. 


Yet officials concerned with civ- 


1 defense say we are far better 
off than we were at the time of 
3earl Harbor. They say, for in- 
itance, that it is pretty well known 
vhat doctors and medical supplies 
will be available and where they 
lan be found. 
And they say prospects for Im- 


provement in civil defense In the 
next few months look good. At 
least a start has been made. 


But how much time do we 
have? That's a hig question. No- 
body In Washington has the an- 
swer. While an atomic 
attack 


tomorrow isn't probable, It Is pos- 
sible. 


Let's take a look at what has 


been done and what still needs to 
be done. 


Civil defense is a team job, wiht 


the federal government doing most 
of the quarterbacking 
and 
the 
state and local governments doing 
most of the ball carrying. 


Some congressmen 
have com- 


plained that the federal govern- 
ment has been too slow 
the signals, 
read in the 
And maybe 


calling 
you've 


papers 
about com- 
plaints that mayors can't find out 
what their cities are expected to 
do about civil defense. 


Its' true there isn't any blue- 


print of what should be done now 
and exactly what more should be 
done in case of war. 
Eventually 


there may be on :, but It is at least 
months away'. 


So far only a handful of peo- 


ple In the government are put- 
ting in full time on civil defense. 


More are 
working part time. 


There is no special fund for the 
program. 


No civil defense legislation has 


been recommended 
by the 
ad- 


ministration or passed by con- 
gress. 
Yet some planning has been done. 
Government experts have put to- 
gether in bulletin 
and 
booklets 


facts and advice they think are 
helpful—for example, showing the 
way to reduce and treat atomic 
bomb damage both to people and 
buildings. 


These publications and several 


others have been sent to all govern- 
ors. The governors are expected 
to pass the information on to the 
citizens in their states or tell them 
where they can get it. 


More information is being as- 


sembled, but the job is a big one. 
It goes beyond getting ready for 
the atomic or hydrogen bomb, Cl- 


11 defense, like military defense, 
can't overlook regular aerial bombs, 
new-fangled rockets and the possi- 
bility of poison gas or germ war- 
fare. 


These are receiving attention in 


Washington, too. The government 
isn't ready yet to suggest what 
should be done in case an enemy 
attacks with chemicals or germs. 
There aren't any estimates, 
either, of the* manpower, maler- 
ials and equipment required for 
civil defense now or in event of 
war. Officials here say it Is large- 
ly up to the states to make, the 
estimates, act on them, and foot 
the hill.

In a bitter week end letter to 
Senator Tydings fD-Md), Hanson 
declared that the Wisconsin Re- 
publican spoke irresponsively and 
protected by senatorial immuni- 
ty," and that as a result members 
of the Hanson family "have been 
subjected to a series of humiliat- 
ing incidents." 
Tydings is chairman of a sen- 
ate group investigating McCar- 
thy's charges that 
there are 
Communist sympathizers In the 
state department. 
Hanson, who 
donicd McCarthy's charge against 
him when it was made, will tes- 
tify before the committee Tues- 
day. 
The state department 
official 
said some of his Virginia

neighbors have, begun to refer to 
him as "that Communist" and "that 
Russian spy.'1 and had circulated 
a petition "urging 
that we get 
out of the community." Most peo- 
ple refused to sign it, he added. 
"I hold no resentment against 
those involved in these incidents," 
Hanson said, "but I deeply resent 
the false accusations of a United 
States senator, speaking irrespon- 
sibly and protected by senatorial 
immunity which can start such 
whisperings

suspicion 
and 


hate." 
McCarthy on Man-h 13 accused 
Hanson of having "pro-Commun- 
ist proclivities" and called- him a 
man with "a mission to commun- 
ize the world."

Substance Found In Hay Shortens 
Time Required Canning Vegetables

One way to can fruit and vegeta- 


ble , is to give them a shot of peni- 
cillin-like substance and then cook 
them only a few minutes. 
The substance is subtilin, an an- 
tibiotic 
derived 
from a microbe 


found in hay. It is relatively non- 
poisonous to humans but is sure 
death to a long string of germs 
which commonly inhabit ra wfood. 


A tiny dab of subtilin plus to to 
15 minutes of cooking at the boll- 
ing point of wafer 
makes t he 


food sterile but does not destroy 
the natural flavors as much as 
does the longer and hotter cook- 
Ing process usually employed In 
rnnnincr, salfl Dr. M. J. Copley, 
director of the U. 
S. Agricul- 


ture Department Research Lab- 
oratory here. 


Dr. Copley told about subtilin In 


a paper for delivery before the sec- 
ond National Research Conference 
on rice. 


It has not yet been fully tested 


for its possibilities in medicine. 


The mild heat kills off some of 


the food germs and 
the 
subtilin 
takes care of the rest. 


Cnrn processed in this way can 
hardly be distinguished from corn 
ju.=t out of the garden. 
It also makes possible the pro- 
cessing of winter vegetables such 
as cauliflower, broccoli anil hrus- 
ssels sprouts without rooking the 
natural flavor out of them 
The 
laboratory is working on 
ways of using the rnild heat-sub- 
tilin method of preserving milk, 
poultry, fish and meats.

GUARD AGAINST SPIES 


The new security measure 


passed by the House is an 
attempt to discourage both 
foreign spies 
collaborators 


and internal 


from 
their 


treacherous activities. To a 
considerable extent it is bas- 
ed on experience of the De- 
partment of Justice in at- 
tempting to. prosecute spies 
pj the World War II period. 


Many known and even 


' .sprne confessed spies and ac- 


complices of the war- years 
have gone unpunished, be- 
cause of the protection af- 
forded them by the statute 
of limitations. Their nefari- 
ous activities were not dis- 
co .rered until 
more than 


three years afterward, and 
hence under present law 
they were free from prose- 
cution. The new law, if en- 
acted, would change the lim- 
itation period to ten years. 
If such a change had been 
made before the war, many 
of the spy figures now and 
lately in the 
public eye 


•, would be subject to prosecu- 
tion. As it is they are free of 
that peril. 


The House measure also 


would increase the penalties 
for helping spies. This might 
seem odd in a period when 
we are beginning to believe, 
ill general criminology, that 
not more severe penalties 
but more intelligent . hand- 
ling would be the way to 
criminal rehabilitation. But 
the spy and his accomplice 
are not ordinary criminals. 
The common thief does not 
expect to be caught, and so 
does not 'worry about penal- 
ties. The spy and his helper 
know that they must risk 
disjovery in order to do their 
work, and they weigh the 
gains to be had against the 
hazards of capture. In their 
case, stiffer penalties might 
be deterrent. 


While the House was vir- 


tually unanimous in approv- 
al, support of the stronger 
law is not without misgiv- 
ings.

Sheriff David Castles today issued 
statements urging housewives to 
report any persona claiming to be 
census takers who fail to show 
their official credentials as enum- 
erators of the United States Bu- 
reau of the Census. This request 
was made after a conference with 
George Adams, district supervisor 
In charge of the 17th decennial 
census activities In the local area. 
Impostors posing as census tak- 
ers are subject to penal action for 
Impersonating a federal 
official, 


the census supervisor said. 


District Supervisor Adams ex- 


hibited a set of census credentials 
to the officers consisting of an 
Identification card bearing the sig- 
nature of the enumerator and Iden- 
tifying him as an employe of the 
census bureau. 
In addition, the 


enumerators will carry with thorn 
official printed census forms con- 
taining the official census of pop- 
ulation inquiries. 


If the supposed census taker un- 


dertakes to conduct any business 
other than the collection of official 
census information, he betrays him- 
self because official census takers 
are subject to the loss of their jobs 
if they combine their work with 
other activities such as soliciting 
donations, 
selling house-to-house, 


distributing 
advertising material, 


etc. Housewives who have reason 
to believe that they are being im- 
posed upon by a faker are urged 
by both police and census author- 
ities to immediately notify the au- 
thorities and give a description of 
the suspected individual.

Geiger Counter Used ToChech Spread 
Of Cotton Fertilizer In Temple Tests 


TEMPLE, 
March 
27.—UP)—A. 


A geiger counter is clicking away I 
at the Blackland Experiment Sta- 
tion near here, but no one expects 
to find uranium and make an atom 
bomb. 
The counter, which makes 
a 
clicking sound when near radioac- 
tive material, is being used in an 
experiment which is expected to 
help Texas farmers grow more and 
better cotton. 
The tests are attempting to an- 
swer the question: How far does 
phosphate fertilizer penetrate the 
soil. 
Tests Are Explained. 
Ralph J. Hervey plant patholo- 
gist is in charge of the experiment. 
He explains the expected usefulness 
of the tests this way: 


Many farm scientists fear that fer- 


tilizer does not* penetrate into the 
sub-soil and that the subsoil doesn't 
have enough plant food in a natur- 
al state. During the dry summei 
months cotton 
roots can't 
find 
enough moisture near the surface 
so they start growing downward 
seeking water. 


But if the subsoil doesn't have 


enough plant food—either natural- 
ly or through fertilizer applied on 
the surface—then cotton will not 
have sufficient 
food for proper 
growth during the important sum- 
mer growing months. 
, So Hervey 
panted j. evergreen 
sweet clover, whose roots grow very 
deep Then a small amount of ra- 
dioactive phosphate fertilizer was 
applied to the soil, some on top 
some about two inches deep. 


Radioactive phosphates are made 


by exposing the phosphates to ra- 
diations from atomic "furnaces." 
The phosphates so exposed retain 
their radioactive properties for t 
long time and the geiger counte. 
can trace their movement's through 
plants and soils. 


Second Check Slated. 
About three months from now 
Hervey and others at the experi 
ment station will dig into the 
ground and start 
their 
geiger 
counter clicking again. By use of 
the counter, they will be able to 
tell ]ust how far the fertilizer ha« 
penetrated the soil. This is because 
as the fertilizer 
goes 
into the 


ground, it will carry its radioactive
